To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Aysgarth  Rural  District 
Council . 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1967® 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  do  not  differ  greatly 
from  those  for  England  and  Wales  and  do  not  call  for  any 
special  comments 

Infectious  diseases  showed  nothing  of  importance . 

During  the  year  practically  the  whole  of  the  houses  in 
the  villages  of  Askrigg,  Thoralby  and  West  Burton  were 
connected  to  the  new  sewerage  systems.  The  disposal  works 
have  continued  to  produce  satisfactory  effluents. 

No  progress  was  made  with  the  Fossdale  Water  Scheme 
during  the  year  although  at  the  time  of  writing  the  work  is 
well  advanced. 

Water  supply  has  been  adequate  during  the  year  and  the 
quality  variable  as  before.  There  is  still  need  for 
chlorination  in  order  to  ensure  clean  water  from  all  the 
sources  of  supply. 

Finally  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Members  and  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  during  the  year.

The  whole  of  the  food  animals  shown  in  the  above  table 
were  killed  in  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  district.  All  the 
animals  were  young  and  in  prime  condition,  this  explains  the 
low  incidence  of  disease.  The  diseases  in  the  first  part  of 
the  table  were  all  due  to  liver  fluke  and  did  not  affect  any 
part  of  the  carcase,  the  liver  only  being  affected. 

Hygiene  in  the  slaughterhouse  continued  to  be  of  a very 
high  standard  and  the  proprietor  continued  to  observe  his 
obligation  to  notify ' slaughter a

The  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  District  which  are 
regarded  as  being  unfit  and  incapable  of  being  made  fit  was  63 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  this  was  reduced  to  59  during  the 
year.

The  Council  offered  £1316  in  respect  of  two  discretionary 
grants  and  paid  £1200  for  one  grant  which  resulted  in  the 
provision  of  three  flats.  Eleven  standard  grants  were  offered 
at  a possible  maximum  of  £1671*  Three  of  these  grants  were 
made  to  the  highest  limit.  Eleven  Standard  grants  were  paid 
amounting  to  £14-61  including  two  to  the  higher  ...irnit« 


New  Council  Houses 


During  the  year  the  Counc-1  started  to  build  two  houses 
at  Thoralby,  Four  houses  at  Hawes,  twelve  Flats  at  Hawes  and  Six 
Flats  at  Askrigg.  This  is  the  largest  building  programme  the 
Council  have  ever  undertaken  at  any  one  time.
